SQ 1:{t,1 ſhall giveay account of my Invitation from 
WS friends,which laid, Pray go down wh us to Corn- 
RY wal ; there you may da god to poor ſouls, with 
the variety of Experiences God hath given you. But 
I ſaid, There's afar journey indeed ! Do you think. 

. JI would leave allmy friends, to go ſo far from them? 
they would take it very ill, ſurely. They Nid rome, Me hav? in- 
vited you ; we pray you ſpread it before the Lord, and hear ken to 
his minde init ; and we will pray axd wait for the Lards. anſwer, 
Laid,l would pray again{t going to Carmwal : if T ſhould tinde 
any inclination or motion to go, 1 would not hearken to ir, my 
minde was ſo ftrongly bent againſt that journey. Burt cwo-days 
after, in the night, I was oy ro the Lord inmy bed (e- 
cretly..z and I deſired I might abide neer my London-friends, 
that ſo I might enjoy ſociety with them: that I was in Church- 
order with, who were ſo dear rome, and were-writter-in my 
heart, Bur the Lord that night perſwadedmy heart to pray to 


* him for his preſence in the journey to.Copmwal, ſaying, Do »'t 


pray ag airit it ayy more : for there thou muſt go. And much per- 
ſwaſion was given in to my heart , by the ſecret whiſperings of 
the Spirit, And the Scripture-layings T had thar night , were 
theſe : The firtt was Joh. 1.9. TheLord thy God us with thee 
whuherſoever thou gait, And again , I had har ſaying, #here 
canſt thou flee from my preſence , or where canft thou go from my 
Spirit ?

{wer was, Fear n:t,be wot diſcouraged : thy God, who i thy Father,

ſes did when h: was to Zoto Pharoa, : he cavilled againſt the mind:

what benefit others would have through a poor creature. And 
when I came ro my friends houſe at Hillington , Ilay all next 
day filent, bur exceedingly filled wich rhe preſence of the 
Lord, who ſhewed me avifion of my C ada: > © 4 
ene 
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beheld high rocky-hills, and variery of places and cowns , and 
how I ſhould be as I rode in the Coach, much melody ] ſhould 
have; this I ſaw , and heard this laying, That as ſwre 4s Paw in 
AR.16.9, had a viſion appeared in the night : There ſtood a man of 
Macedonia and prayed Paul, ſayingy(, ome over into Macedonia and 
help ws ; & che Lord ſaidzas trwely do I thy Lord call thee to Cornwal 
by this viſion: then I aniwered,and raid, Paul was to preach there, 
what is that word to me? then reply WaS,But as ſure as his was a vi- 
ſion from the Lord to go to Macedonia, ſo as ſmre had 1 a call and true 
viſion to go ro Cornwal: then linging triumph was given me con- 
cerning the journey thither, how filled I ſhould be by the way : 
which was ſo. And then after I had thus ſang and prayed,I rode 
ro ſee the Lords ewo Embaſſadours which were impriſoned 
in Y/»dſor-Catile for the reltimony of Jeſus, Mr. Simpſon, and 
Mr, Feak,, who were filled with the Spirit abundancly : and 
when I a while beheld their courage for King Jeſus, I de- 
parted, with other friends, back ro my friends houſe at Hilling- 
tony, and the next day rode to a friends houſe fix miles off, 
where I abode two nights, . And as I was walking iv the fields, 
I was ſuddenly very hoarſe, and 1 could nor well ſpeak , bur 
ſoftly : and I was greatly rempred as I walked in the fields,thar 
I ſhould be hoarſe while I lived, like as a woman of the Con- 

egation was, with whom I walk ; ſo ſhould I begnor able co 
{peak but hoarlly, And therefore go not thy journey, ſaid Satan, for

"into my heatt , Thou h:2reft thoſe birds intheir notes and motion, 
whith pleaſerh thy ear : And doth the great Creator take care 
of birds, ftill maintaining them with a font of food fuirable for 
them, that [o they may live, and be lively in their ſervice roman? 
An doth God take care of fowls 4*that not a ſparrow (hall fill to the 
ground without the Fathers frovidence or ordering it to be ſo ? then 
what care and proviſion doth he make for rational created pietes, 
which the whale Trinity was in the make thereof : as for other pieces, 
he ſaid, Let it be, and it was fo ; bat as to mans make, the whole 
Trin'ty gave therr judgement, Ad, (ard the Lotd to me, hath God 
honoured thee with this firſt honour, in making thee @ rational peice, 
and alſo givmg thee a ſhare and mtereſf in the death and reſurreftion 
of his Son,and hath made thee partaker of the divine nature, of that 
he avenly-born ſt ate,of that ſecond creation ir: Chriſt fpoken of in Eph,

And Ifelt my hoarſne(s removed from me preſently, and all 
my temptations which I told you the day before did (© ſeize 
-upon my Spirits:and rhe Lord renzwed my faich concerning my 
journey,and made me to rejoyce over Satan, AndI aroſe, and 
rode that day ro meet with ſome of the Lords ſervants, where a 
y of thankſgiving was kept, for many ſpecial favours received 
= the Lord, andfor his upholding comforting preſence in 
ufferings ; and there I ſtayed rill night : in which day I beheld 
much of divine preſence and glory coming towards the Saints, 
and great ruine unto the enenues, which were preſented w_ 
ke 
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like a tottering houle,chat nan; ſhaking and ready to fall, And 
I had char ſaying , So doth and ſhall tatter all the towers and Babels 
builded and rear'd up in contempt to King Jeſmsywho will confound all 
ſach b1ilders and their work , as the Apoltletaith, They that b:ild 
haygr wood or pold, or { Iver, or any thing of their own materialc, it 
ſhall be burnt, 1 Cor. 3, this fo:2ndation will admit of nothing of

day, yer the matter I heard was fo reviving, being fpiricual, 
that at night thinkin of ir, and walking in a curious garden, 
where I {aw the pleatafit trees, and plants, and walks, and 
fiſh-ponds , and hearing the bird: plealant nores, all chis begat 
fach an harmonious apprehenſion of God in my heatrgrhar T be- 
gan to ing forth his praiſes , and continued while it was fo late 
mthe eening , that my friend that walked with me thoughe 
it convenient to lead me into the honſe ; which they can beſt 
give an accofnt of ; for I minded nct therime , nor thoſe thar 
were with me, neicher can I tell whether I felt the ground I 
walke upon ; my Spirits was ſo much in divin2 raprure z and my 
Spirirs ſo heat wich Spiric-fire, which produced linging-melody 
while midnight , che which finginz ſpeech was direted to the 
whole family , andthoſe belonging to it at that time ; which 
family conlited of many perions, grave, andjudictous, and 
learned, underftanding perions , before whom I thought my 
ſelf unfir ro ſpeak , when I was in an ordinary capacity ;z bur 
being filled extraorlinarily, 1 wanted nor word: compoſed and 
orderly, an learning for rhe learned, Herein 1 do rt boaſt, 
bur in rhe rich free loce of God, who £17es to whom he pleaſ- 
eth, Then after that finging, 1 was pat to bed, being weak in 
body and head, between rwo friends y where I lay and prayed 
till che morning; andcoming into my erdinary capacity , I 
role 
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roſe and had ſtrength of body : rhouzh I could not ear the day 
-before, nor after this night thus ſpeaking iſo much ; yer Iwas 
nor dry,neither could I take any creature-refreſhing, though 1 
had much offered me, This I mention, to advance Chriſt,and 
nor for any by-end, Then my friends ſentame in cheir Coach to 
Londongwhere 1 prepared for my Cornwal-journey all that week, 
Coming ro my habitation the ſecond day of the week, - thar 
week I had much of rhe Lord's preſence in marvelous joy, and 
yet many temptations berween whiles ; the remprer tempred: 
me againſt my journey : and when 1 went up a pair of ſtairs, I 
was tempted that IT ſhould fall from the top ro rhe bottom 
of the ſtairs and break my limbes , fo that Tſhould in ſuch a 
Way be hindered my journey ; and I was often tempted rhart 
week before I went , that ſome evil ſhould befal mego hinder 
me from going to Cormwal ; or ſome would hear of my going, 
chat would topic. And then Satan ſaid , What will become of 
all thy faith, and the ſinging report concerning it ? And ſomerimes 
I was thus hurried , yer I Raggered not in my faith concerning 
the truth of what I had mentioned about my journey, thar- ic 
ſhould ſurely be as I had believed ; and waited for the accom- 

pliſhment of ic, And the fixth day of that week I rook m 
leave of my Tower-friends , fitting up till che morning wick 
them, all the night praying and praifing with them with joy, 
more rhen an ordinary capacity could hold, And in the morn- 
ing I went to bed, and lay ſome hours, and then roſe , and a- 
bode there that day and night : and the next day, being the firſt 
day of this following week, I bid my Tower-friends farewel; 
and ſo departed from them,taking my leave allo of other friends 
by the wzy as I went to Alhalloys,where I met with the Con- 
gregation char I am in fellowſhip wirh,which uſe to 5reak bread 
there. And I thar day ſaw great ſhinings , and taſted much of 
my Saviour thar day , who preſenting h13 lovelineſs in the mt- 
niſtery, and his iweetnels in the ſup r of breaking bread, 
which filled my heart with joy unſpeakable and glorious in be- 
lieving, And then afterthe Ordinances wereended, Trook 
my leave of many friends there , who gave me their exhortati- 
ons with countel and prayer for my well-doing; and I de- 
parted from t hem, begging their prayers for me when abſent ”

prayer with me atmy friends houſe from whence 1 was to rake 
my journey the next day, And having thus ſpent the night in

andI and my friends for the journey , went by water from 
Sourhwark tro Whire-Hall-ftairs,where we landed, and went to 
the Inne where w2 rook Coach ; and many friends came to 
bid us farewel, & among them came one who ſaid ro ſome after 
I was gone, - That if he had known me , and had known I was 
going into his country » he would have procured the Ceuncels Order 
to have ſtopt my journey, for the love he bore to his country; which 
ſure he thought I would c:rrut, and make like my ſelf : which he 
choughr to hare hindered ; but the Lord prevented his defire : 
for my Father would have me gothere, and Satan nor men 
could net hinder me, 

So we rode on our journey toward the Weſt : and in the 
firſt dayes journey , my thoughts were taken up with the work 
of the praying Saints , which met that day at Alzallows, it be- 
ivg the ſecond day, which they ule to keep for the Reſtora- 
tion of the Kingdom of lirae], prayipgand ipeaking for that: 
concernment which is ſo glorious ; and my thoughts were very 
ſeriouſly incent upon generation-work, praying with them at 
Alhall»vs in the Spirit, though I was abſent from them in body 
and meeting with a dear friend by the way , who told me he 
intended to go to Alhallows m2eting that day ; Ifaid, I pray 
remember what was earneftly deſired of you, that you woull aſſiſt 
the (hurch in the wilderne(, and be helpful in the ſecond dayes 
meeting, keeping cloſe to the work of the preſent day: and I deſired 
his prayer for me in my abſence ; more words paſſed between us 
as he rode by the Coach-lide a little way: then he bid farewel, 
and. departed ; and my joy was encreaſed art the fight of thar 


precious ſervarr of Chritt, whoſe word: left a fragranſie upon : 
my

my Spirits ſome part of the day z and che enjoyment of prayer 
in the Spirit with them ar A/h:llows,, rook up the other 
part of the day ; onely ipeaking a lictle ſometimes to-my 
friends, with whom 1 went, At night we came to our 
Inne, where I had much refreſhings in a little medita- 
tion of Gods good: els to me thar day : and after prayer I went 
ro my bed, and was refreſbed with ſights of che Lord in my 
fleep ; and roſe in the morning, taking another dayes journey : 
and in much diſcourte we ſpent chat ſecond dayes journey, And 
I rode the next day with the ſame. perſons as I did the day be- 
fore , and-my Spirit then was all that day in a praying and 
ſinging frame , and ſo it remained till night ; and then wecame 
to Salubury , where we parted with the Judge that rode in 
che Coach with us ; for there the Judges mer in their Circuic : 
and there I was mightily fill'd with apprehenſions of Chriti's 
Circuit he was taking in the earth, and of that blefled time 
that the Saints ſhould judge the earch , when in that time the 
earth ſhould not pals their falſe judgements on the Saints: and 
molt part of that night I was thus : and they that were with 
me, ſaw and felt on my outward man, which was like a dead 
clod,l was ſo cold a great while. And the fourth daies journey I 
{ang & prayed almolt the whole day: and fo I did the fifth dates 
journey , anging much cf the creation-excellencies, as trees, 
graſs, and ſeveral plants, and corn that grew as I went by, And 
though I rode through rownes, I minded not any ſpeakings 
of creatures ; for indeed I was not capable of outward layings 
or doings, nor of the ratiing of the Coach thoſe two dayes, 
An1 the laſt day of that week we came to Excerer ; which day 
I was very cheerful in the Lord,though nor fo very much as the 
dayes before : there we inned ar an old diſciples houſe, a 
widow, one Mrs, nter*'s, a houſe that many yeers had eti- 
rertained and lodzed Saints, which in their cravelling till 
took up their quarters there : and lay there three nights : 
and the day after, being the-firſt day of another week, I went 
tro hear the Word preached at the Caſtle in Exceter, 
where 1 kept this firſt day with che Church that mer there ; and 
raere I ſaw my ,London-friends , that a while had dwelt 
in the Caltle : and I continued till late in the evening _— 
em 
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chem, relating the goodneſs of K Lord to me by the way of 
my journeys and acquainting them with the welfare of London- 
friends ; and how joyfully the priſoners ar Windſor-Cattle 
rook their lufferings, ic being upon ſo noble an account, And 
theſe friends wondred much ar my raking ſo long a journey, 
and ſaid, Swre ſome extraordinary thing mas to be made manifeſt in 
my going ſo far; and therefore they would hearken after it, and 
om the Lords work in it : for they thought chere was ſome- 
thing more then ordinary to be brought forth, in that I was 
carried ſo far a journey, and having ſo little acquaineance with 
them 1 went with : which made them admire what che Lord 
would do with me ; andſo did many : and my felf alſo thought 
and was periwaded, That the Lord would ſhew ſome ſpecial 
favours to me, and (o he did ; 1 largely thereof enjoyed before 
my return back again : and I rook leave of rhoſe friends that 
night, and came to my lodgivg at Mrs, #5»ters, The next day 
che _ raviſhed my ſoul with his ſmiling looks on 
me , he filled me rhar day with prayer, and ſinging, 
and diſcovering the totrering , ſhaking condition of Clergie- 
Fun&ion, And likewie praying for many particular friends 
at London; and fpecially for them art eAlhallowsmeerting, and 
for thoſe friends at the Caſtle forementioned , ſpeaking ro e- 
very one of their conditions ; and likewiſe ine ſinners to 
come ro Chrilt, And I ipake to vanety of conditions that 
es wherein many FR were —_— Bn lay all char 
zghr in a rapture 'of great Joy, an s of my furcher 
journey , how God would carry me fafe, and with mack plea- 
ſanrneſs ro my journies end ; the which we went towards in 
the morning, it _ thitd day of the week ; in which 
day we parted with Cotonel Bexyer , and'his Daughrer , - and 
Servants ; and his Wife boxe me company, with Captain Lang- 
dow, and his Wife, and their'Servants ;- this was'our company 
that went from Exceter togerher:, and lodged by the way thar 
night : which dayes journey was very fweer ro us ; and we had 
much of rhe Lo _ withus, Then the next day, 
which was the fourth day, we came to Colonel Benne:'s houſe, 
where we lodged thar night ; and my heart was very chearfully 
carried on in reading overevery dayes mercy, when I came to 
C my 
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my lodgirg, And the next day after dinner, we rook our 
leave there,and parted with Colonel Bexnet's Wife at her houſe, 
who ſhewed me much love,and told me,Ske wonld ſend for me to 
ber houſe again , after 4 little t:-me expired, Col, Bennet, by the 

way as we journeyed , being taken much with my experiences, 

{aid,They were not to be hid,but they were to be manifeſted for the be- 

refit of others ; & (aid, He wonld have me ride to ſome of his friends 

houſes : for that diſpenſation of the Lord on me, was not to be con- 

cealed, And indeed he manifelted much kindneſs to me as 

wejoueneyed in company together , -and charged his daughcer 

to. be very tendezly careful of me ; for that 1 was nor in a ca- 

pacity ro minde my outward man, This his kindneſs laſted to 

Exceter. 

But now to come again to my journeying from his honle in 
Coriawal , which I told you we: deparced trom afrer dinner, 
and came to Captain Laxgdons lifter , where we iodyed, and 
were lovingly entercained the fifth day ; and there I had much 
love from God, and from ſtrangers, and a very refreſhing lodg- 
ing,and the creatures were very (weet to my taſte there, As for 
the fix dayes before we came to Excerer,] eat very little : bur 
we went from thence, thelixth day: after breakfaſt , we took 
our leave of thoſe Relations of Captain Langdons. And the fixth 
day at night, we came to Mrs. Langdens brothers houſe, where 
we received a conrreous entertainment,and a refreſhing lodge ; 
and my-heart there was taken up much with che apprehenſionof 
the vanity of outward enjoyments, and great attendances, and 
brave houſes : and my thoughts were much upon the Rocks I 
pafſed by in my journey, & the dangerous rocky places I rode 
over, And whereas I ned to be yery fearful, when I rode on 
imooth ground, now 1 feared-nor, but was very. cheerfully car- 
ried on, beholding my Rock, Chrit,through thoſe emblems of 
Rocks:and I fare as in a Chair upon the high Reep hills,wirhour 
any weariiomneſs at all ; mb of the Lords kinde- 
neſs rome in theſe things, drunk up my thoughts that night :: 
and the next day we came ſafe ro our journeys end\, at Trega- 

ſow, ar Captain Langdons habitation, and there we ended our 
Journey the laſt day of the week, which had been accompliſh- 
ing thirteen dayes, Andthe Lord much appeared ro all of " 

the 
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the whole journey ; praiſed he his Name, whoſe Name was 
ro us indeed a ſtrong Tower, The Lord was our munition 
of Rocks, and large provifion every way to ſouls and bodies. 
And thus I have given an account as briefly.as I could of 
my journey-progrels, and bleſſed fare by the way, and of the 
extraordinary and ordinary breakings forth of the light of his 
countenance and communications , all along thoſe thirteen 


dayes now expired,

ſo 1 did a while ; wherein the Lord gave me much of his 
loving-welcome, and kinde ſalurarions, ſaying , Thowgh tho:

will ſmile on thy ſoul in all conditions : and thar ſaying made my 
heart revive prelencly ; and then the Lord gave me that Scrip- 
rure-ſaying, This he reqaires of thee, To deal juitly', love mercy, 
. and walk humbly with thy God, Micah 6, 8. then Tiaid, Lord, 
what am I to do here? The Lord faid , I require this, that thou 
holdeſt out a juſt wright w-lk, with G1d before all people; and in the ſe 
parts thoujhaltumanifest :be free juſtification received of the F ather 
by 1/x Spirit through Chriſt to poor ſouls; telling then thy experiences

after we had prayed,was read ; wherein a Gentleman at T7aro, 
inviced Captain Leygdon, and his Wife , and my ſelf ro his 
houſe ; the which invication, we looked upon as aniwer .of 
prayer,it coming ſoſuitable to choſe requetts pur up to the Lord 
that morning, And we went to Trro,and heard the Sermon 
and chat day, there preachr one Mr,e Alle, a young man , who 
ſpake of many things from the 1 verſe of the 8 of the Rowans, 
And when the Sermon was ended,we went home with Mrs. Hl 
to dinner, her husband having invited us by writing, the 
which I mentioned. And after dinner, there came many to 
ſee me, ſome out of good-will, and love to what they had 
heard was of God in me, and crhers came ro gaze, and 0- 
thers ro carch at my words, fo as ro reproach me ; bur the Lord.

mouth ; fo thar 1 will have nothing aſcribed ro me, bur all honor and praiſe 
given to him whoſe right it is, even to Jehovah , who is the King thar lives 
for ever, 1 have lett out ſome things that I rhoughr were rior ſo marerialto 
be written : and what 1 have written of this,it's to declare as much as is con- 
venient to take off thoſe falfities and contrary reports that are abroad con- 

- ccrning my ſufferings, ſome making ir worſe then it was, and ſome ſaying, It 
was lili or nothing.Now to inform all peoples judgements, have thought ir 
meet ro offer this relation to rhe worlds view, and with as much covering, as 
I can of Saints weakneſſes herein, praying the Lord to forgive them; and as 
for the Lords cnemies,that he would contound them; bur as for my enemies , 


I fiiltpray. 
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Inow ſhall declare how God ſhewed me kindneffe further. 1 
rode home with my friends co Tregaſow, that day, rejoycing that 
I was counted worthy to be fo reproachfully dealt by,for (peaking 
in the Lord Chriſts bchalf, in prayer and praiſcs; and I remained 
very chearfull, continuing in prayer and Tnank(giviug, and ma- 
ny ſpiricuall ſongs unto the Lord ; but about ten dayes after, the 
Souldiers of the Fox came to take me, and_the day bcfore they 
came, it being the firſtday of the the week, went to hear Mr.Fron- 
cez, who preached hard by where I abode, one whom the Clergy 
would tain have had to have ſpoke againſt me,but he ſaid,he would 
mot; they then called him my diſciple, aud laughed and jeeredar 
bim when he cam: among them, on their Le&ure dayes. They u- 
ſed to meerat an Ocdinary where many of the Clergy and others 


dined together: while] was in theſe parts, the Clergy and others 


made me their Table and Pulpic talk, and would have had Mr. 
Frances to bave done as they did, but he refuſed ; and hath 


: fince, Ihear, left the place where he preached when 1 was in 


ſe parts. Bur I return where I left, in telling you how was 


the day before that the Souldiers came for me, | was very heavy in 


my ſpirit, as1 fat at dinner wich my friends, and I was very rea- 
dy to ſhed tears; and being loath my friends ſhould: ſee me, I held 
from weeping, ay much as I could, for I thought thy would 
think that I took ſomerbing unkiadly, bur truly I cou'd nor, forl 
had as much love fromevery onein the Family, as could be defi- 
red, but I was very fad, and I roſefrom the Table where I dined, 
and went and took my Bible, wherein the Lord refreſhed me, 
and in the: afternoon I went to hear, and came home, and wenr 
into the garden to walk alone; and Captain Langdon coming into 
the Garden, I di(courſed a while with him; and I faid, fure my 
London friends pray me up to Londen, and when I come there, 1 
will write of Cornwell, Cornhell .in the Weſt. He (aid you might 
have ſuffered at London, but not as here (ſaid I; for here they deal 
very uncivilly, and unchriftian like by me : well ſaid I, the Lord 
{end me to London, for 1 ſhall count it a great mercy to ſee their 
faces again, 1had ſaid a Bridewell among them ſhall be ſweet to me, 
andſo the Lord made ic : I that night was perſwaded, my work 
was done in Cornwall, and that I ſhould erelong ſee London, yer 
being 1 was bound over to tae Seſſions, which was nor to be till 
Auguſt, fo that] was to have _ many weeks by the Juftices 
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order, but they could not bear ſo much pra\ing, ſo long a time 
to be jn their parts,therefore they hafted their Letters to the Coun« 
cell at bite Hall, ro ſend their order down for me, having a Go» 
vernours Troop ſo near, toagirate rheir bufinefſe. And the Go- 
vernour was afraid of his Souldiers, he commands them to their 
Colours : and Enſign Ranndle, he muſt be czft out of his place, for 
inviting his old fricnd Captein Lengden, and his wife; and his mo- 
ther and me, to come withthemto his houſe. And- the Souldiers 
were charged to keep me out of Trepny, that is, three miles from 
Tregaſow, where a poore tempted ſoul was,that would fain have en - 
tertained me at her Houſe, and this work the Fux made in his 


fortified places ; but the poore who are rich in faith, prayed for , 


me in thofe parts, ard ſome I never ſaw, abont ten miles from the 
place wherel wat, who hearing of my trouble, improved their 


intereft withthe Lord for we; their faich and prayer; didme more - 


goo than all the gold, or filver, or favours of great men could 
have done me. " 

I ſhall relace now further concerning that night before'the S687.

beds fmell where their priſoners lay, for they were lookt well too; 
I ſaid, br the {cent was grievous to me, and the bed was damp ha- 
ving not been laid upon, not lately it may be; 1 faid truly Sir, if 
you 'had been there, you might have ſmelt it , the ſcent was very 
grievous ro me and others who ſmelt iras well as I; lam ure, I 
to!d' them it was a canſt of my ficknelf. ; for 1 was well when Icame 
there : Then the Marron x ſpoke to wrong her, but I did not: 
onely I wou!d have it kgown what was the reaſon of my ficknefſe. 
F am certain Fhad no .revenge any way towards her , then ſhe told 
them that I would have men come to me, and that word went to 
my heart, I knowing my baſhfull nature, and my civil Ti, wa 
known to many 3. and (aid co them truly,Gentlemen, my delight 
fs not nor never was I! mens company,bur ia all people as they are 
godly, 1 delight in their company : AndI faid, that the Officers of 
the Church w-.$to Icok after themembers ofrhe Church, they ſaid 
it was reaſon they ſhoald, and they were not againſt it : They as- 
ked me how many was.of them Officers,I ſaid abont cen I thought: 
they asked me how many.1 would have come to fee me of my fiffers 
at a time, I ſaid,s. fo it was grentced;bur ſons would have had their 
names penned down, that ſo onely.thoſe half a doozen t have 
come; but ic was pracuted atherwayts by friends, And #er this 
the Lord gave healch and ſtrength and ftomack to my food, avda 
berrer digeſtion then ever 1 had fince - cari remember, Th 
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_ The Lord alſo filled me with 4 nnſpeakable, and full of glory 
in believing, and many vifions and HallcJujah ſopgs 1 hed there, 
and more nx x—frars then they ever had been: I wasat Brid- 
well Court, once more only to be gazed on; for little was ſaid to 
me, qnely they asked me, why 1ay there fti:1; And I ſaid, F waired, 
upon the pleaſure of the Councel ; And they azked me, why my, 
friends did not ſeek to pet my liberty ? Laid, I know not, they. 
know what they have b:ſt to do themſelves; one (aid, but they. 
come every day to {ce you, do'nor theytell you-whbar they will do?. 
I faid,1 do not ask them, I leave it to them 3; Something mure was 
ſaid, and I came away, and retired to my Chamber, where in I kept. 
moſt of thoſe eight weeks, paying five ng a week for it; 'It coſt. 
forty ſhillings, andI blefſe the Lord that I had friends, and ſome 
means of my own , cle I muft have-lain in the Goale upon ftraw :. 
The Matron told me, ſo-the fift night, and when ſome ſaid, If 1 
muſt beat Hemp, they would bear far me ;. Sheſaid, I ſhould bear ic. 
my felf :. and for ought ſhe knew I was to beat Hemp, bur ſhe did; 
not know me; and ſo ſpoke as ſhe uſed to ſpeak:to thoſe that de- 
ſerveharſhnefle; for after ſhe had knowledge of me, ſhe was very. 
loving, and reſpe&full' both to me,and to my Sifter Urſula Adman, 
who Cope me company ſeven-weeks of my being there :. She was a 
friend born for the day of adverſity, as Selewon {peaks; and indeed, 
ſhe, night and day, fhewed her tendernefſe to-me, and helped to. 
bear my burden. And therein ſhe fulfilled the law of Chriff, and ſhe 
did this as a freewill Offering, love conftraining hec thereunto,, ſo. 
that it was thereby made caſt ro her.to bear and indure that which 
few wonld, eſpecially fo freely without-reward; 'yer Iam confi- 
dent the Lord will reward her dceuble for that priſon kindneſs, ſhe 
fer out to me without any fainting , or being troubled ,. that the 
time was long, or the noiſes burdenſome; there was many difh- 
culties co undergo night and day; bur lictle quiet {{cep to be had, 
there was ſuch ſcouldng among the prifoners neer out lodging : 
and they were brought it often a nights which made a great noile, 
and the Rats run about our bed, and made a great noite, like-dogs 
and Cats in the Room; and this-was ro pleaſant priſon ſure to 
fach thar were brought up tenderly,and never knew any hardſhip 
as to the outward man : And truly the Lord made this and man 
more anviances, received in Bridwell priſon , to be very peanndy 
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imbraced by divine love .. j in the midſt of all trials; my 
God made this (marting ſcourge (as from man it was ſo) but God 
Hay made it eafiez for his tenderneſſe was much , he made foes be- 
come friends, aud the harſh to bekind, and overcame the rough 
and baſty.ſpirits; the Lord is worthy of all praiſe. I had bur a 
little wbile affliction in my ſpirits, which was occafioned by a 
friend, and that madeic grievous, but the Lord made that little 
florm, to work 2bundance of good to me many ways: andall 
things that were afflitive, the Lord quickly broke fuch ſetters. . I . 
{aid not, Owhen will-there be an end of this or the other affliction, , 
but I often ſaid. and defired a purging out of my corruptions, bes 
forea removall of ſufferings , that ſo I might come out more holy 
and more humble, and more ſelfe-denying and ſelfe-debafin 
and abhorring them when I went into priſon : That ſoI might all 
my dayes be willing to take up the Croſſe of Chriſt , and follow - 
him, whether ſo ever he would have me, cicher to do or ſuffer * 
I ſh:1] begin ro ſhorten my relation, leaſt I ſhould be too tedious to 
the Reader , and leave the Viſions and opening . of Scriptures, - 
that the Lord brought co my ſoul, while 1 was in Bridwell for my 
own benefit, and for others thatare his little flock, with whom 
he hath made an everlaſting Covenant , well ordered in all things 
and ſure, | ' 

At the time neer my comming out, ſome came and defired me to 
Petition, Lcold them 1 had not offended man , whereby ro ſeek to. 
him; And they knewthat I was in Priſon by their order; but 
ſome ſaid they may forget: I ſaid, that they could not, . for many 
oftheir friends ſtil] rold- them : The ProteRor ſaid, he didnor- 
know that I was put in Bridewel},till I had been there above a week, 
that one went and informed him : but it was a ftrange thing that 
ſervants ſhould do fuch an AQ without their. Maſter, . and great 
Governours knowledge; ſurely , if he had not liked of it, he 
would have reproved them : bur ſaid I, now he knows it, and yer 
he doth not ſend for me out. + Again, ſome others came and faid, 
they knew they could quickly procure my Liberty : 1 cold them, 
I'would not come out upon baſe terms : ſaid one to me, what are 
your terms, let us hear them? I faid, they fhall acknowledge the 
reproach and odium they have brought upon me, throngh this. 
tlicic priſon ;. ſaid one, is that your terms? then you may ly long 
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enough; 'but farely all rational men will Cay; this was but equity: 
Then after this, ſome ſpoke great matters, what they would do for 
my liberty :- and they went to the Counſell and ſpoke to them, 
and Prefident Lawrence, ſaid, it that T wonld, or any for mc ing ge, 
I might come out ; but ſaid Cptain Kettlebeator, none can ingage, 
for ſhe her ſelf cannor ingage as t » a diſpenſation, that ſhe is ſo ra- 
ken up in, that ſhe knows not what is done about her, at that time, 
nor capable of any being with her in the room : And he told him, 
that he had known me many years : And my whole deportment 
of life had been, and was very civilt and religious; heſpakemore 
ro that purpoſe : Aud the Prefidenr (aid , fo he had underſtood; 
ſome more ſpeech they had, and rhey came to cell me that, nay what 
they hed ſpoke in my behalf: I ſaid, I will never ingage to that 
which lies not in me to perform, for what the Lord utcers in me, 1 
wuſt ſpezk : ſo one ſaid, he would go again to the Counſel), ] told 
him 1 defired no favour of them bur juſtice and equity : and if he 
could procure my comming before them to hear what they have a- 
gainſt me, thats a]l 1 defire of you I ſaid; and what he ſaid or did, 
it was of his own offering : ſo he faid, he wou'd not leave them 
ſo, but he would go again and try what they would do; but 
heard no more concerning him,he was forgetfull it ma» be,like his 
Maſter : After this ſome others undertook rhis buſinefſe, and came 
to hear what ] would ſay to it. Andone asked me upon what ac- 
count I ſuffered impriſonment, whether it was for Chrift, andif 
ſo then Thad a great deal of comfort inmy ſufferings . for he (aid, 
he had found it ſo, having been impriſoned for the teſtimony of Je- 
ſus; 1rold him the Councel never ſent for me, to tell meupon 
whar account whey impriſon me here for; and 1 ſaid, the recogni- 
2zances8 are taken off concerning Cornwall bnfinefſe, ſo that I was 
meerly upon the pleaſure and wills of the Councel, and of Lord 
Lawrance ; for indeed IT will call him my Bridewe!! Lord, for 
that his hand was in chief co the Order : bac I rald chem, I was. 
ſarel ſuffered for Chrift. And 1 enjoyed his preſeace abandanrl 
and TI gave them ſome account” of my ſufferings, and of the Lords 
comforts therein, then after ſome further diſcourſe, they asked 
me wherher,1 would be willing to go out, if an Ocder ſhould come 
tor my liberty ? I told them, I would never ingage : they faid,that 
was not defired z I (aid; yes but it was, for my Lord Laxrence told

| was filent, onely my fifter ſaid , if we can have liberty , we will 
chuſe it rather that bonds ? fo after a lictle while theſe departed. 
Andthe next week after, upon the fixth day of the week, I roſe 
early in the morning and walked :bout my Chamber, putting up 
requeſts tothe Lord (ecrly for purging grace,that I might go out 
of priſon much more purifi:d from the drofle of corruptions , then 
when I went into priſon fire; that ſo others might ſee it had been 
a purifying furnaceto me: And after Thad been up ſome hours, I 
ſaid tro my fifter that abude with me, I think (aid Ito bergevery one 
that I hear coming to the door , comes from the Councel with an 
Order for my liberry ; cume let us pray before it comes, and ask 
councell of God concerning it,and the Lord indeed counſelled me, 
and rook we inro the monnt of heavenly rapture that day, ſo that 
my friends were fain to take ire off my knees and lay meapon my 
bed, where I lay praying and finging more then every I did in my 
life unto-many publick concernments, the which 1 am face will be 
accompliſh-d in due time: and I often defired that they in high 
places had ſome of the daintics with me at Bridewell; and that day 
the Ocder was brought,and | lay ftlent when they came with it; bue 
I was talking with the Lord who fhewed me may things, which [ 
know ſhall come to paſſe, and the Lord told me that my freedome 
out of that place was neer, the which 1 (aw three weeks before, and 
ſang it forth, ſo I did now; oneof them tarried that brought the 
rder, | was told ſo afterwards; but I knew not that any was by 
' me,when I thus lay, cither filent or ſpeakiog. That day 1 ſpake co 
ſome that ſaid, he would chuſe impriſonment for gala, he ſpoke of 
an outward gain, but if he got by his impriſunment dormerly; 1 
am ſure I cannot ſay, nor choſe that are impriſoned upon this ac+ 
count for the fifth Monarchy, cannot fay fo : we would not gain 
for our outward man, if we might, by robbing others, co enrich 
our (elves; Ican ſay, I have refuſed what been rendered me 
freely: 1 rook nothing (ave for my neceſſity , unto which I had & 
nough ſupply, had not the Rulers put me to ſuch charges through 
their impriſonment, and bringing me from place to place, and ma» 
king me pay for ir. So that I havebecn robbed ,. but I have cobbed 
none : I had rather go in a Canvaſs Coar, or any mean garb, then 
ſodo; and eat ary mean kind of food, then to fair dainty and go 
in brave robes wich chat coſt, which is others right iv heritance, 8 
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I ſhall further relate in the cloſe of this relation, how thenext 


day 1 came forth, for 1 came not into a capable frame, r6 ſpeak to | 
any body, till late at night, on the fixth day; and when 1 ſpoke 


that night, my friends faid, do you know you are fet at libzrry?

avagabond then ? Then I was defired by Mrs.1/ythe my kinſwoman, 
aMetchangs.wife in Fas-(þwrch-freet,to live with her, with whom | 
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1 lived fix years ; could Ibe a vagabond there ? They ſhall be my 
judges in this, 1 lived with them in City and Country till Rulers 


werediſpleaſed at a diſpenſation above their underſtanding, and 
therefore gave out threatning ſpeeches, that my Relation and 
friend where I lived was afraid to receive me for loſing his Place: 
And now I have related my places of abode from my Childhood,

its more within than appears without; this 1 ſpeak to my _ 
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and the advancement of free grace not ſo prompt any, or my ſelf 
to- boaſt of finfull infirmities, though God heals my backſilidings, 
and loves me freely; 1will not ſin that grace may abound, but 7 
will confeſſe my fins to him who is juſt and faithfull ro forgive, and 
he that covers his fin cannot proſper; it's written, hethatſaich he 
hath no ſinis alyar; yet I can ſay, they are lyars that have thus 
reported ofme, as 1 have penned down, and having this boldneſſe 
which is not ofa carnall form, I may look my enemies in the face 
with chearfulneſſe, and yet with ſobriety, and ſo I can through 
mercy and Divine goodneſſe, and oh that all my Adverſaries would

reftor, I am ſure you do not mean the greatLord ProteQor ofhes-- 
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yen and carth, ſea, and dryland, who hath indeed att Doemini- 
ons belonging unto him: And as for him youcall your Proteor, 
you do nor give him that tithe intove to him more than to another, 
nor ſo much as to old King (harley, and to hisSon,who is in your 
hearts, you love a King dearly , Oh that you did love King Jeſus, 
he would never fail you, he would teach you to make your indi- 
ments truer, and not upon perſons undeferving, he would teach 
you not to uſe his children as witches, and vagabonds when they

els you, 33-15. He that waltketh righteouſly, and ſpeaketh uprightly, 
he that deſpiſeth the gain of oppreſſions, that ſhaketh hs hands from hold- 
ing of bribes, that ſtoppeth bus ears from hearing of bloud, and ſhutteth 
his eyes from ſeeing evill, they ſhall awell on high, their place of de-- 
fence ſhall be not onely a Rock, but munitions of rocks, like the 
ſtrength of many Rocks, that are many times doubled, and treeFjed 
one within another, and one a top of another, which maketh ir 
an high and a ſtrong place that none can enter, orreach r.he up- 
right ; the uprightfhall ſce him in his glory, which is a ſig{at worth 
the making after, and preparing for : Who will withholq no good

quietly wait for the ſalvation of the Lerd ; they that hope aright to 
ſee the King in his beauty, they quietly wait, they wait without 
murmuring : But not without Prayer, and earneſtly contending 
fer the Faith of Chriſt, ronching any of his conceraments; not a 
pailionate contending is approved, but a zealous contending is al- 
lowed by the Lord, recorded bythe Apoſtle ; therefore hold faſt 
your zeal for God, little Remnant, who have given up your hearts
